Ottawa, March 21ist-- As the elec- 
tion campaign enters its final week, 
issuer between the parties are narrow 
ed down and become even more bitter- 
ly contested, Political leaders, those 
at least of the two largest parties are 
releguting domestic issues to the back 
ground and confining themeslivcs 
largely to the war effort in all its as- 
pects and to the Conservative sugges- 
tion for the formation of a national 
government. Speeches are also in 
many cases marked by a more sharp- 
ly personal note. Government leader, 
Mr King, Mr Lapointe, Mr Rogers an: 
others have been urging the people to 
return to power a government w..ic’. 
has initiated the war effort and whic: 
they claim has carried it forward with 
the vigor prescience which such a log 
and deadly war demands. They haz 
been asking the electorate not to put 
their trust in a “phantom” national! 
government which would be a combi:- 
ation of discordant elements. Expe:t 
advice is most important to the war 
effort Mr King has emphasized, but 
that ie a “different thing to bringing 
into the cabinet men with opposing 
views”. On the other bank of the pol- 


itical stream, Dr Manion, Mr Mac- 
Pherson and others of the National 
Government party have contended 


that in hour of national trial, a nation- 
al government composed of best avail- 
able talent and administrative ability 
irrespective of party, ia needed if the 
country is to put forth its maximum 
war effort. They have continued to at- 
tack the government for laxity and 
lack of vitality in its war activitie.. 
Dr Manion has asserted that he has 
not “scuttled” the Conservative party 
by giving his forces the name of “Na- 
tional Government,” and that he is 
placing “country first and party s#ec- 
ond, serving the nation and empire and 
rising in times of crisis above petty 
political ambitions.” 

It remaing clear that even now when 
campaigning activity has reached its 
zenith of activity, there is no evidence 
of the usual election excitement among 
the people. Observers here believe 
that the reason of this is that there {s 
really no place for excitement in the 
hearts ofpeople at war; but they also 
feel reasonably sure that with the 
great issues at stake, there will be no 
apathy on election day. Already in Bri- 
tain the soldiers of Canada’s first div: 
ision and auxiliary units are casting 
their ballots. 

At thistime of national danger, Ot- 
tawa has become a world capital to an 
extent that it has probably never been 
before. It is felt in the atmosphere 
that pervades the city and govern- 
ment offices, in the deep concern of all 
circles in world affairs, in all events 
in the war arena, in the attitude of 
neutral nations, in teh unhappy fate 
of Finland, Canada as a nation en- 
gaged in teh war is of course deeply 
and vitally concerned with every 
change in the shifting scene in Europe, 
in everything that ig moulding the fate 
of the world. There is the conscious- 
ness too that even with the preoccupa-

One of the recent announcements 
directly related to the war effort 
states that an Inventions Board haa 
been formed to investigate inventions 
sent in to the government to help in 
the prosecution of the war, About 600 
of these have already been received, 
and doubtless a@ great many of them 
are of little practical value, But there 
is no intention of letting slip any plan 
or device which may prove genuinely 
useful. Every suggestion will be care- 
fully examined. It will go first to an 
examining committee of the National 
Research Council, and if any merit is 
discovered it will be placed before a 
consulting panel of experts, If it passes 
this committee as worthy of serious 
consideration it will be laid before the 
Inventions Board which is under the 
chairmanship of Dean C. D, MacKen: 
zie, acting head of the National Re- 
search Council. Thus if there the germ 
of usefulness in a suggestion it will be 
given every opportunity to sprout, 

As icebreakers are opening the chan- 
nel of the St. Lawrence, aircraft for 
the firat time in our history are coop- 
erating in the work of clearing the riv 
er for the seagon’s navigation. Planes 
of the Royal Cenadiap Air Force are 
surveying ice conditions in the Cabot 
Strait between Newfoundland and 
Cape Breton. Shippping will be kept 
advised of the result of these surveys 
and aircraft will assit in the ice patrol 
which ig scheduled to start on April 1. 


This will probably be an annual event. 

During the past week the supervir- 
ory board of tre Commonwealth Air 
Training plan held its third meeting.

ium on soldiers’ obligations which is 
automatic in war-time, there is not a 
single piece of debt legislation now on 
the statute books which was not there 
before the Aberhart government came 
to power in 1935. 

In mortgage foreclosure judgments 
alone, there was an increase of almost 
50 per cent, as compared with the cor- 
responding period in 1935, 

Whereas the Aberhart-controlled leg- 
islature passed private debt  legisla- 
tion which it knew was invalid and 
must be discarded, the Independents 
have been planning constructive ac- 
tion which will not only postpone pay 
ment of debts but actually reduce the 
debts by amounts and methods which 
will not only ease burdens on debtors 
but provide them with new funds to 
carry on their farms and business.
